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L. Movements of Bulgarian troops toward the western border, 
afoot and in motor vehicles, were observed in the area of 
Vidin (R 23/23/04 00) - Belogradehik (8 23/24/K 96) during 
the first half of May 1950, Infantry and artillery were 
seen, It was rumored that these troops were going to be 
employed in the area of the Dulgarilan-Yugoslav border.

Kuestendil (¥ 49/D 72) in May 1950, proceeding toward the 
porder, Officers wearing Soviet oni forns were with the troops,

5, A state of emergency had been in effect in the town of Knuesten- 
dil for some time, As all. electric power was switched off at 
1O p.m., it was not possible to give an account of the troops

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Sofia area and in the western border area in Late May 
1950, Bulgarian military personnel and Soviet officers
